KXGLAND. 


Fifty-two (52) years 
ago today 


tho first elections by ballot toojc 
place in England, under a law which 
has received 
the royal sanction a 


month previously. 


The ballots were cast at Ponte- 


Iract, when H. E. Childers was re- 
elected. 
The agitation for the bal- 


lot had commenced as early as 1693, 
when Andrew Harwell wrote a tract 
on "The Benefit of the Ballot." 
In 


1710, the House of Commons passed 
a bill authorizing vote by ballot, but 
It was rejected 
by 
the House of 


Lords 
The agitation was resumed 


in 1S33, and again in 1S51, when 
the House of Commons rejected a 
ballot bill. In 1S70, Mr. Gladstone 
came out in favor of the ballot, and 
in the following year this method of 
secret voting was recommended by 
Queen Victoria. After much oppo- 
sition In the House of Lords, the aft 
was finally passed in 1872. 


Ballot reform has for years been 


a live issue both 
in 
England and 


United 
States, 
since 
it has been 


found that, the systems in use are 
capable of many abusees. which not 
even 
the 
Australian 
scheme has 


wholly eliminated.

A great revival of industry 
took place, which is now spreading 
to agriculture. Complaint of unem- 
ployment has ceased, wages have 
increased. Capital has become plen- 
tiful at a low rate of interest and 
the banks of our country, as a whole, 
show a high percentage ot liquid as- 
setsMost generous laws for the relief 
of disabled veterans have been en- 
acted and the Veterans' Bureau es- 
tablished. 
More than 
71,000 men 


and women have been rehabilitated, 
of whom over 
38,000 
are earning 


more than they earned before the 
war. Compensation in being paid to 
nearly half & million at the rate of 
about ?100,000,000 a year, 
which 


will be increased about $30,000,000 
under legislation 
recently 
passed. 


Forty million dollars have been pro- 
vided for hospital facilities, and un- 
der a new law hospitals have been 
opened to all 
the 
veterans of all 


wars, regardless of the time or cause 
of their disability. 
No government 


ever provided 
so 
generously 
for 


those disabled by service in time of 
war.To -preserve American 
standards 


for all our 
inhabitants, 
whether 


they were descendants of former 
generations 
residing 
here or the 


most recent arrivals, restrictive im- 
migration laws were passed. I should 
hnve preferred to continue the pol- 
icy ot Japanese exclusion by some 
method less likely to offend the hens- 
ibilltles of the Japanese people.

Under this wise policy we saw an 
economic revival, and our people as 
a whole, in marked distinction from 
sufferers from the financial distress 
and depression of other lands, have 
come into an era of prosperity and 
plenty.

From that source 


comes our strength The home mar- 
cet consumes nearly all of our pro- 
luctlon. Within our own boundaries 
will be determined to a very large 
ilegreo the economic welfare and the 
noral worth of the American people. 
Theso are plain facts, but there are 
others equally plain. 


America, under Providence, has 


come to be a nation of great respon- 
sibility. It exists as one of the fam- 
lly of nations. We can not be isola- 
ted 
Other peoples exist all about 


us. Their actions affect us, and our 
actions affect them, whether wo will 
or no. 
Their financial condition is 


not and cannot bo entirely separated 
from our financial condition. 
But 


the final determination ot our rela- 
tionship to other countries rises to a 
higher realm. 
We believe in the 


brotherhood of man, because we be- 
lieve in tho fatherhood of God. That 
is our justification for freedom and 
equality. 
We believe in the law of 


service, which teaches us that we 
can Improve ourselves only by help- 
ing others. 
We know that these 


principles are applicable alike 
to 


our domestic and our foreign rela- 
tions. Wo cannot live unto ourselves 
alone. 


The foreign policy of America can 


best be described by one 
word— 


peace. Our actions have always pro- 
claimed our peaceful desires, 
hut 


never more evidently than now. We 
covet no territory; 
we support no 


threatening military array; we har- 
bor no hostile intent. We have pur- 
sued, are pursuing, and shall con- 
tinue to pursue with untiring devo- 
tion the cause of peace. 


These Ideals we have put into prac- 


tical application. We have sought to 
promote peace not only by word, but 
by appropriate action. We have been 
unwilling to surrender our indepen- 
dence. 
We have refused to ratify 


the covenant of the League ot Na- 
tions. But we have cooperated with 
It to suppress the narcotic trade and 
promote public health. Wo have ev- 
ery desire to help; but the time, the 
place, and the method must be left 
to our own determination. Under 
our constitution we cannot foreclose 
the right ot the president or the con- 
gress to determine future problems 
when they arise. We must necessar- 
ily proceed upon the principle 
of 


present cooperation without future 
entanglements. 


As peace means fundamentally a 


reign of law, we propose to become a 
member of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. 
Such action 


would do much to indicate our deter- 
mination to restrain the rule of force 
and solidify and sustain the rule of 
reason amons nations. 


Wo- have observed with sympathy 


the continuing difficulties of Europe. 
We have desired to assist whenever 
we could do so effectively. Late In 
December, 1922, the 
secretary 
of 


state announced the American plan, 
which was finally adopted. Under it 
tho reparations commission appoint- 
ed a committee of experts of which 
three were Americans, one of whom, 
Charles Q. Dawea, was chosen chair- 
man. 
A report has been made which 


received world-wide approbation and 
has been accepted in principle by the 
governments interested. At a con-: 
Terence of prime ministers held to 
work out the details ot putting this 
plan into operation, I directed the 
attendance of Ambassador Kellogg, [ 
assisted by Colonel Logan, to repre- 
sent our government. 
Throughout 


all this course of events we helped 
n the only way we could help. 


I believe the substance of the plan 


ought to be adopted. 
By that test 


will be revealed 
whether 
Europe 


really desires our cooperation. 
If 


Europe ghould agree to this proposal 
hen a private loan should be made 
by our citizens to Germany for the 
financial support of this undertak- 
ng. 
The governments Interested 


ihould make necessary concessions 
!or the security of such a loan. 
In 


my opinion such action, by stabilizing 
Europe, would result In improving 
our own economic condition. But be- 
yond that It Is the duty ot our people 
who have the resources to use them

The Congress 
should have authority to provide a 
uniform law applicable to the whole 
nation which will protect childhood. 
Our country can not afford to let any- 
one live off the earnings of its youth 
of tender years. Their places are not 
in the factory, but In the school, that 
the men and women of tomorrow may 
reach a higher state of existence and 
Uie nation, a higher standard of citi- 
zenship.

I am in favor of national defense, 


not merely as an abstract state of 
mind, but as a concrete made of ac- 
tion. 
I favor not merely talking 


about It, but doing something about 
it. I do not want the safety of my 
country to be imperiled in its domes- 
tic or foreign relations by any failure 
to be ready to preserve order or repel 
tittack. But I propose to work for 
voluntary observance of law 
and 


mutual covenants of peace. 


The government of the United 


States represents the public. It Is Its 
business to protect and advance the 
general welfare. It wants everyone 
treated fairly, and expects everyone 
to do his duty. It must be impartial, 
but it ought to be humane. It wants 
to establish justice, equity and mercy. 
It desires to see sdequate returns 
both for capital invested and 
for 


work done. It believes in protecting 
health and in •cherishing education. 
It is opposed to the domination of 
either wealth or organized minorities 
and is committed to'the free rule of 
all the 'people.

and "progressive action. It is well for 
the country to have liberality In 
thought anci progress in action, but 
its greatest asset \i common sense.

due experiment station.

found that lime-sulphur failed to kill 
a large per cent of the scale.

.Essential to Success 


The thinning of the peach crop is 


one of the essentials to success that 
is too.-often neglected.

The Senator Duuiap and Aroma, both 
self-fertile varieties, sre among the 
very' best for farm garden planting. 
The Dunlap is a vigorous grower and 
an exceptionally good plant producer.
